Dear Mr. Casey: 


The purpose of this letter is twofold: first,to acquaint you with 
some of the extraordinary capabilities of Dun & Bradstreet in the areas 
of data maintenance, collection and research; and, secondly,to request 
a meeting with you and your colleagues within C.I.A.

Also, DMS, through its information gathering and data base building 
capabiiities,maintains many custom data bases. Information on companies 
not avatlable from standard D & B information files is incorporated from 
outsida sources and include data bases of Government contracts, U.S. 
businesses with a milYion dollars of networth, companies which work in 
the metal~processing area of the economy, plus special data bases that 
track business sales and employment over time showing business trend in- 
formation, migration patterns and consumption data. 


Using the Data Universal Numbering System (D-U-N-S), which permanently 
identifies all records in the commercial and industrial file, DMS has pro- 
vided the Government with complex company relationships showing parents 
and subsidaries as well as headquarters and branches for individual firms. 


The employment file has been aggregated to a national sectorial and 
regional level. The D & B file has been compared to the other sources 
such as Bureau of Labor Statistics, and in general, our employment figures 
are 5-50% higher. This is due in part to the fact that our coverage includes 
O+ employment, whereas BLS for example, excludes companies with fewer then 
one employee. Dun & Bradstreet employment totals do not reflect Government 
sources. Rather, data collection at the establishment level is done as a 
matter of course in our reporting procedure, 


Our files also cover every company regardless of type of equity. In 
general, 40% of the total file is turned over biannually, 60% yearly. How- 
ever, transactions are taking place on a 24-hour basis year round, 


Typically, a reporter speaks directly with the treasurer, comptroller 
or C.E.0. at both branch-level and headquarters-level establishments. Ques-— 
tiona, such as what product line constitutes the majority of your gross annual 
sales and employment, result in SIC assignment (both primary and secondary). 
Ratios are then drawn from sample models of companies in like businesses 
and are compared, thus contributing to further quality control. Employment 
totals are requested at the corporate and branch levels for added accuracy 
The data can be traced historically back through the years to 19683 aquisi- 
tion can be made on a custom basis.
